Camp ground of Cal. church, 
Sett. Kith, 1880.— This is the 
morning of the 4th day of the 
cawy-meeting. 

The camp is located oti the 
San Joaquin (pronounced San- 
waukeen) River, about 20 rode 
from the river on the west bank. 
Thii id, by the way, quite a 
river, is navigable for 200 miles 
from its mouth, which is at the 
coafluence with the Sacramento, 
-4w>oiit half way between the 
camp ground and Shu Francisco. 
The river at this point is crossed 
by the 8. P. R. R., and abovethe 
K. R. Bridge is a Ferry by means 
of which all the crossing" is done. 
The water appears to be nice 
and clear, an! is colder than the 
air, being fed by the melting 
sim-w in the mountains. 

The lirst day of the meeting 
Wit a all consumed in preparations, 
Buoh ae completing the Boarding 
Hall, erecting tents by the fam- 
ilies who came from their homes, 
many of hem coming quite a dis- 
tance, some as far as forty miles 
with teams. 

The San Francisco brethren 
eame to Stockton by steamer and 
then by Rail. They report a 
healthy growth of our church in- 
terest in the city, and judging 
from the religious zeal of those 
who cam-' to this meeting we 
have got .use to believe the 
report. 

Well t ie services we hail 
on the hrst day was, evening 
worship, On the 2nd day, Elder 
George Wolfe, who ie past 77 
years in age and partially par- 
ahzed, was prevailed upon to 
opeu the work with a short dis- 
course, which, considering his 
infirmities, he did, and did it 
well, choosing for his text, 
The Commission by Mark. 

Bro. Henry Kby (who did not 
serve on the Ending committee 
at Arnolds' Grove in 1882), ar- 
rived ou thin day with a large 
load of bedding, teut material, and 
a part of the family, saying his 
wife and the rest would come to- 
morrow, and they did. It takes 
a large tent to answer their pur- 
pose. As for your correspond- 
ent, he found a nect little tent 
about 10x12 feet erected with a 
comfortable bed, arm chair, towel 
Ac, all in good condition, ready 
for him to occupy when he arriv- 
ed on the first day. Thanks to 
Bro. and sister E. D. Beeghly, 
fiom Waterloo, Iowa, who are 
sojourning here for the time be- 
ing. They think Southern Cal- 
ifornia is the best place of all, 
They "pent the last winter there. 


In the evening of the second 
day your humble servant preach- 
ed, and again on yesterday a. m. 
and p. m. 

In the evening, sinter Brock- 
well of San Francisco, addressed 
the people. She ie a email wo- 
man, we should guest, about 33 
years of age. Of course our 
modesty forbid ua to ask her for 
the official figures. Suffice to say 
she ie full of zeal, and we think 
largely controlled by the Holy 
Gbofct. Iler nice modest little 
sermon was well received and 
highly appreciated. Bro. Beer 
closed with a very searching ex- 
hortation, and we retired to our 
tents feeling that for another 
day, "we did what we could." 
We are sorry to say that Bro. 
Brock well could not leave the 
city to be with us at thia meeting. 
Hope we may be able to go to 
the city and perhaps meet with 
him. The attendance is only 
medium. Ou Sunday it was 
what they call large, but. it would 
not be so considered in Ohio. 
There is this however to say in 
favor of the California camp- 
meeting : the people who do 
Httend are all of the religions 
cUbs. They come for the geod 
of the cause of Christ There is 
not the scheming to make money 
out of it that there is at other 
places. No admission fee is 
thought of. The Boarding Hall 
is 48x18, and has two tables run- 
ning lengthwise. They have 
professional cooks employed 
from Stockton, and the boarding 
is as good es would be in first 
class hotels. Plenty of the best 
that the land affords, even down 
to nice comb honey. Bingte 
tickets "2 bits," 6 ior $1. 20 and 
upwards 15 cts a piece. All ex 
cept preachers and their wives 
and children under 5 years ot 
age, pay. The dayB are warm 
and the nights cool. Rain don't 
disturb us ; all goes happily. 

Sept. 17th.— This is the morn 
ning of the 8th day of the camp 
meeting, and a lovely morning it 
is. The time has passed about 
ae pleasantly as any 8 days of my 
life ever did. The nights are 
rather cool for out door meetings, 
but still we have fair congrega- 
tions as to size, and good in at- 
teutiveneaB. This California 
brotherhood is very much scat- 
tered ; the members living miles 
and miles apart, and thia annual 
reunion seemed to be indispensa- 
ble to them ; then, too, they are 
made up of various nationalities, 
all retaining the zeal and the 
kind-heartedness, peculiar to the 
best element of society in their 
different native lands. They 
come from the hills and valleys 
of California with a heavy team, 
the whole family, bringing all 
the children, with beddiug and 
other indispensable things for 
this temporary residence. Im- 
mediately upon their arrival they 
put up their tent. Others who 
are here before them render such 
assistance as may he needed. 
This done they wash, put on 
clean clothes, come into camp 
for general handshaking, and of 
all the expressions ot kindness 
God bless yous — really, I have 
seen more of the good side of 
human nature in the paBt week 
than we can nee in ten years in 
"the States." Children and all 
enjoy it, and thus the foundation 
is continually laid for a continu- 
ance of these yearly gatherings 
after the present generation has 
passed away. 

If we conld have the assurance 
of dry weather in Ohio, I would 


certainly meve far an annua! 
State camp meeting there. 

O bow I have wished that our 
Fair Haven Brethren were here 
to get the benefit ef this social 
and religious gathering. And 
then there is brother Maaor : I 
know of no one who would enjoy 
it belter than he. There is quite 
a liberal use of the letter h here, 
just as he uses it, and I always 
like to hear it, especially in sis- 
ter Brock well and brother Stew- 
art of San Francisco. Then we 
also hear the German accent, as 
well as the waria-hearted Irish, 
and the polite French comes in 
toe as well aa the Scotch, and a 
little tinge of the Mexican. 

Now I will give you the pro- 
gram of service, for instance as 
it was yesterday. On another 
day it may differ a little but thia 
is a fair sample ot whole l 
Arise from bed at 5 : 30. 
Morning warship, : 89. 
Breakfast, 7:00. 
Social meeting, 10. 
Preaching, 11. 
Dinner, 12 :M. 
Children'! meeting, 3: 30. 
Supper, 6. 
Preaching, 7: 30. 
During the interval, we usually 
hear the sound *>f the organ, and 
the voice of singing, making the 
pleasant grove .esound with 
praise to God. 

Last night one young man 
came out and confessed the Lord,, 
Hope there will be more. 

On Saturday night we expect 
to have communion service, and 
on Monday, the 20th, we will 
probably break camp. Then we 
will part, and many never to 
meet again on that Evergreen 
Shore.
